The	WV	
DEP	oversaw	the	$2.3	million	spent	for	landϐill	closure	
and	used	45,000	cubic	yards	of	soil	from	the	West	Virgin-
ia	Mack	property	for	landϐill	capping,	which	will	save	the	
state	about	$30,000	in	expenses.	

The	City	leveraged	$21,000	in	cleanup	funds	along	with	
$130,000	in	EPA	funding.		The	distribution	center	re-
tained	approximately	40	local	jobs	and	created	30							
construction	jobs.		Property	investments	climbed	to	$4	
million.
